For the firſt;it intendeth to acquaint thee with 
this ſtory, 'In ; the Countie of Devon, and in the 
Pariſh of rhe famous Towne of Plimmonth, there 
isa Village called 8tone-houſe z Viewluw Piſcators- 
ww Lmay juſtly rerme ic, a pretty little Fiſher- 
rowne, for ir confiſteth moſtly of men that live 
by the Sea, and gaine their livelihood by thewa- 
£er.” "In ehis village there dwelleth ane ZohuPer-

2x5 a Fiſherman, whoſe wife having fulfilledche 
uſaall moneths and weekes of womens burden 
upon the twentieth day of this preſent monech 
OFober fell in travell, and by the helpe of a ſecond 
Mid-wife (chrough Gods m-rcy and goodnefle) 
was the poore mother(afcer the wearie travell of 
thirteene or foureteene painefull houres) ſafely 
delivered of the burden+ A Birth not more pain- 
full co the Mother (tho very painefull doubtleſſe 
beeing till-borne,) then ſtrange and wonder- 
full ro all che beholders. The eye is not Gatisfied 
with ſeeing, with admiration : and, as it falleth 
outin ſach a caſe, ſoone is the fame thereof ſpread 
all abroad. Towne and Countrey commetrh in co 
ſee, that hereafter they might (as T for my part 
muſt)ay; Art ſuch a time, infuch a place, I ſaw 
che ſtrangeſt birth in all reſpes, that eyerT ſaw 
or heard before. Two heads, and neckes, two 
backes, and ſers of ribbes,foare armes and hands, 
foure thighes and legges: in a word, from head 
to heele (fo farre as the eye could diſcerne) two 
compleat, and perfect bodies, but concorporate 
and ioyned rogether from breaſt ro belly, two 
inone. 

For the ſecond thing propounded,ziz. how to 
corre( the pidture, if it need amendment ; take 
this. When I firſt caſt mine eye upon them lying 
on the table, I Gid,ſurely if thoſechildren had bin 
living, Art mighthavecauſed a juſt ſeparationof 
them,for I conceived them to bee no other than 
two bodies joynedtogether in one common kin. 


But I foone perceived mine Errour, when put- 
ting

begin rojoyne together) I found that they had 
bur one breaſt-bone common to them both, and 
by it, asby a partition wall, were their two bo- 
. dies(astwochambers) both joyned&ſeparated : 
joyned together in reſpe& of the externallbulke, 
ſeparated in reſpe&t of the internall contents. 
Thisconcorporation laſted downe to the Nayell 
ora little beneath, which alſo was in common to 
chem both, Iſtill ſpeak of what the eye could ſee, 
happily ſo ſoone as that ſtring of the umbilicall 
veſſels, by which the mothers. wombe ſupplied 
food and nouriſhment tothe birth had paſled the 
Skinne,ic might diſpartir ſelfe.: But outwardly it 
was one in common. VVhence allo it wasconje- 
tured, thatthough theſe rwinnes might have 
ſeyeral hearts, and lungs anſwerable to their 
ſeyerall heads andneckes, yer but one common 
Liver to them both. The truth of this conjecture 
L leave tothe Colledge of Phyſitians rodiſcoyer, 
that is not my i nor will I preſume to 
determine anything in anothers Art, onely this 
ObieRion I have againſt ir: chat ſuppoſing one 
common Liver, it muſt either gird them round 
or be miſplaced in one of them: for turning breſt 
to breſt,and belly ro belly, you ioyne the left fide 
ofthe one body rotherighr fide of the other- ſo 
that Iſay,except the liver do compaſſe it round,it 
ſhall be miſplaced in the one. 
But torecnrne tothe ſtory. Theſe two twins 
were not more neerely ioyned inthe bulk of bo- 
A 4 dy, 
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dy.than they were in all parts and proportions 
like roone another where they were diſparted;ſo 
that two the likeſt twins that ever you ſaw were 
not more like : nay the glaſſe cannor (I thinke) 
give a truer anfwer tothe face thantheſe were 
each toother. Which 1 doe the more boldly af- 
firme, becauſe having ſatisfyed mine eye with be 
holding themonthe one fideas they lay, 1 cau- 
ſed the women toturne the other fide, and laying 
them as before(face to face, and foortofoor) I 
could perceive no difference in them at all from 
what I had ſeene before, Onething I forgot, cill 
it was toolate : which if I had remembred, I 
verily perſwade my ſelfe,might have beendone, 
»#;.Tolay them one upon another. The which 
I mention,leſt happily any might conceive thar 
the ioynure of 'heirbodies might leane ro one 
ſide more than toanother. I.was about to aske 
the women whether themother felc them living 
inthe wombe ; when preſently I corre&ed my 
ſe|fe, ſeeing each parrandlimbe, yea, andthe 
whole body of either growne(as indeedie was)to 
a inſt maturity: each by himſelfe,had they beene 
ſundered;had been a iuſt birth; having haire on 
the heads, nailes on their handsand toes, nay 
whichismore (exceprthe women were much 
deceived they had ſome teethin their head: and 
to confeſſe the truth, [rhoughe ſo too, till others 
that had moresland experience perſwaded me 
to the contrary. Howſoever, the children were 
each of them as compleat and perfect asBirths uſe 


ro be,

Vfontheſe grounds I corretedmy ſelfe in my 
former intended queſtion : for how ſhould they 
w to that perfetion of ſtature, had they wan- 
ted life ? Bur the mid-wife and the women rold 
me, that they were living and lively ſome few 
houres before chey were borne : So that in all 
likely- hood, hada skilfull hand been made uſe of 
at the firſt,they mighthave lived to ſee the light, 
if nottoinioy it. Bur God that gaye them a life 
and beeingin the wombegknowing that life upon 
earth would have beene a burden tothem, provi- 
ded berter for them,and tooke themtohimſelfe, 
Thus have I given a true, and I thinke a full 
narration of this worke of wonder which God 
hath ſhewed hereamongſtus. And withit, Iam 
contentto ſend abroad ſome few notes prepared 
for the confluence of people, met together, when 
this birth was layed into the earth. Something 
me thoughtwas fitting tobe commendedtothem 
that ſaw 1t,while the thing was freſh in mind,and 
thac ſomething ſuch as itis: loe here it is. Rather 
would I ſhame my ſelfe in being oyer-buſic, than 
be wanting in what Iconceit may not be unpro« 
firable to the countrey whereinT live,Read then 


theſe notes, And if thon count not this halfe 


houre ill beftowed, thou wilt I cruſt(I deſire thou 
wouldeſt) pray for him, who if thou Joye the 
Lord Teſs in fincerity,prayeth for thee,that thou 
maieſt proſper and be in health,eveg as thy ſoule 
proſpereth.
